Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1937. 

The  arrangement  of  the  same  is  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  year 
and  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health's  communica¬ 
tion  of  October,  1937. 

Except  where  any  changes  have  occurred  in  the  matter  of  Nursing 
in  the  Home,  Laboratory  arrangements.  Hospital  accommodation. 
Ambulance  facilities  and  the  establishment  of  new  Clinics  and  Treatment 
Centres,  the  general  details  have  been  omitted. 

The  proper  provision  of  accommodation  for  the  isolation  and  nursing 
of  infectious  diseases  on  modem  lines  has  been  under  the  consideration 
of  the  County  Council  for  some  time  past  but  no  decision  has  yet  been 
reached. 

Considerable  important  legislation  has  come  into  force  during  the 
year,  notably  the  Midwives’  Act  and  Public  Health  Act,  both  of  which 
received  the  Royal  Assent  in  the  previous  year. 

The  administration  of  the  Midwives’  Act  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County 
Council. 

The  Public  Health  Act  which  has  long  been  overdue  replaces  the 
1875  and  Amending  Acts,  and  clarifies  the  general  administration 
regarding  the  health  Services. 

The  Education  Act  of  1936  provides  for  the  raising  of  the  School 
Age  from  14  to  15  years. 

During  the  year,  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  (Fumigation)  Act  was  passed 
and  provides  regulations  for  safety  in  connection  with  disinfestation. 

The  Local  Government  Superannuation  Act  brings  all  Local 
Authorities  into  line  with  regard  to  the  superannuation  of  officials; 
in  times  past  there  is  no  doubt  that  Authorities  who  had  adopted  the 
Act  of  1922  were  in  a  position  to  make  more  attractive  offers  of  employ¬ 
ment  to  Officers  than  those  who  had  not  adopted  the  Act. 
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I  am  indebted  to  your  Officials  for  much  help  and  advice  on  many 
occasions  and  especially  to  the  loyal  co-operation  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors. 

The  Medical  Profession  has  been  ever  ready  to  place  its  services  at 
my  disposal,  and  I  am  grateful  to  its  members  for  their  courtesy  which 
makes  for  harmony  and  efficiency.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  these  facilities. 

Ambulance  Facilities.

No  new  Clinics  or  Treatment  Centres  have  been  established. 

Hospitals. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  either  the  public  or  voluntary  hospital 
services. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. 

On  account  of  the  poor  supply  to  Dalton,  Vicarage  Lane  and  Cla-vy- 
thorpe,  a  new  main  was  laid  from  New  Close  Reservoir  as  far  as  Nineteen 
Trees,  and  from  Nineteen  Trees  via  Dalton  to  connect  with  the  old 
main  at  the  top  of  Vicarage  Lane,  and  thereby  an  excellent  service  has 
been  provided  in  connection  with  the  Burton  supply. 

At  Kirkby  Lonsdale  a  new  connecting  main,  between  Main  Street 
and  the  New  Road  via  the  Kings  Arms  Hotel,  was  provided,  and 
sluice  valves  have  been  installed  in  Market  Street  and  Main  Street. 

•At  Natland  the  old  f-inch  main  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  3-inch 
one;  this  has  been  necessitated  by  the  increase  of  houses  in  this  part. 

Kendal  Corporation  has  taken  over  the  Helmside  tank  and  main. 

The  main  on  Helm  Common  has  been  scraped  and  an  old  2-irich  main 
was’ replaced  by  a  3-inch  one  to  join  up  with  that  in  High  House  Lane. 

At  Meathop  the  supply  from  the  Arnside  main  was  continually  being 
interrupted  by  bursts  in  the  course  of  the  pipe-line;  the  whole  of  this 
old  pipe  has  now  been  replaced  by  a  new  one. 

The  supplies  of  water  to  Row,  Howe  and  Stainton  villages  are  still 
under  consideration. 

The  fields  adjoining  the  Tarn  House  Reservoir  have  been  drained. 
Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Milnthorpe.  Schemes  for  the  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  and 
for  new  disposal  works  have  been  prepared. 
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,  Whassec.  Cesspool  for  group  of  houses  has  been  under  inspection 
and  a  scheme  for  improvement  is  in  hand. 

Holme.  A  scheme  for  the  extension  of  g-inch  sewer  at  Sheerness 
has  been  prepared  and  the  works  in  connection  therewith  started. 

Arnside.  An  extension  of  g-inch  sewer  to  road  junction  mth  6-inch 
continuation  to  Briarfield  Convalescent  Home  has  been  laid. 

Staveley.  A  6-inch  drain  has  been  laid  to  Gatefoot  Cottages,  and  a 
scheme  for  extension  to  Rawes  Mill  and  to  seven  adjoining  cottages  is 
in  hand.. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Burton.  No  pollution  of  the  stream  into  which  the  sewage  works 
outfall  empties  has  been  reported  this  year. 

Holme.  A  complaint  was  received  that  some  slight  pollution  had 
occurred,  but  this  was  not  found  to  be  serious. 

Milntkorpe.  From  time  to  time  the  River  Bela  has  had  some  slight 
pollution,  and  the  report  from  the  Rivers’  Inspector  has  been  that 
the  effluent  is  not  satisfactory.  The  present  works  are  inadequate 
and  generally  unsuitable  for  proper  treatment.  New  disposal  works 
are  proposed  as  above  outlined. 

Apart  from  these,  there  has  been  no  other  report  of  rivers  and  streams 
pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

37  water  closets  have  been  constructed  at  new  houses  and  21  as 
additions  to  existing  houses. 

21  water  closets  have  been  provided  in  substitution  for  16  privies.

Public  Cleai^sing. 

In  the  majority  of  Parishes  where  there  is  sufficient  population,  the 
removal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  by  direct  labour  and  the  Council’s 
motor  lorries.  This  year  the  Parishes  of  Hugill,  Nether  Staveley  and 
Over  Staveley  have  been  added  to  the  Council’s  direct  labour  system. 
The  Parishes  of  Dillicar  and  Holme  are  the  only  two  remaining  where 
refuse  removal  is  done  by  contract. 

Refuse  tips  for  Kentmere  and  for  Crosthwaite  are  under  consideration. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  number  of  inspections  during  the  year  was  2,731,  which  included 
visits  in  connection  with  houses,  schools,  slaughterhouses,  factories, 
workshops  and  cowsheds.

ADULTERATION,  ETC.,  AND  CHEMICAL  AND 
BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  samples  for  cleanliness  and  tubercle  bacilli  are  submitted  to  the 
Pathologist  at  the  Cumberland  Pathological  Laboratory,  Carlisle. 

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  and  this  work 
is  carried  out  by  Mr.  C.  J.  H.  Stock,  B.Sc.,  F.I.C.,  County  Analyst, 
Darlington. 

Health  Education. 

There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  dissemination  of  knowledge  relating 
to  health  and  disease  through  the  Women’s  Institutes  and  through 
health  talks  at  the  schools  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  was  a  considerable  decline  in  the  number  of  notifiable  diseases, 
and  these  consisted  of  Scarlet  Fever,  24  cases,  7  of  whom  were  in  one 
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boarding  school;  4  of  Diphtheria;  6  of  Erysipelas;  2  of  Puerperal 
Pyrexia;  i  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  which  made  a  good  recovery 
with  no  impairment  of  vision ;  and  3  of  Pneumonia ;  one  of  the  latter 
proving  fatal,  the  only  death  which  arose  in  connection  with  these 
notifications. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  has  been  promptly  utilised,  and  this  is  issued 
free  for  the  treatment  of  all  necessitous  cases  excepting  patients  under 
the  National  Health  Insurance  Act;  also  for  both  necessitous  and 
insured  persons  for  prophylactic  purposes.  The  Council  very  wisely 
are  prepared  to  supply  the  necessary  facilities  for  artificial  immunization 
against  Diphtheria,  but  so  far  no  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this 
provision,  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  it  may  be  utilised  in  the  future. 

The  use  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  in  all  suspicious  cases,  without 
waiting  for  a  bacteriological  opinion,  is  an  increasing  practice  and  one 
that  is  very  welcome,  as  early  administration  is  the  secret  of  good  results. 

The  notification  of  diseases  under  the  Regulations  of  19th  of  October, 
1927,  have  not  been  of  any  use.  There  seems  to  be  scope  here  for 
effective  economy  with  no  detriment  to  Public  Health. 

Hospital  accommodation  is  always  available  at  the  Kendal  Isolation 
Hospital  so  that  there  is  no  need  to  shorten  the  stay  of  any  case  in 
hospital. 

The  County  Council  has  had  under  consideration  for  the  past  four 
years  the  whole  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  question  for  the  County; 
various  schemes  have  been  put  forward  but  so  far  there  has  been  no 
definite  decision. 

A  widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza  occurred  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  but  fortunately  with  little  fatality. 

LABORATORY  REPORT. 

The  following  Bacteriological  Examinations  were  done  at  the  Com- 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
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A  close  liaison  exists  with  the  School  Medical  Officers,  and  thus 
school  notifications  are  always  available  and  utilised  where  necessary. 

The  method  of  fumigating  rooms  is  by  use  of  formalin  tablets. 

Faculties  for  disinfestation  are  available  at  Kendal,  and  lo  persons 
have  been  so  treated  for  Scabies. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  between  the  Westmorland  County 
Hospital  and  the  Manchester  Radium  Institute  for  the  treatment  of 
cases  of  malignant  disease  by  radium  when  so  required. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Amendment  Act,  1925,  with  regard  to  the  prevention  or  treatment  of 
Bhndness.

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The  notifications  were  about  the  same  in  number  as  in  the  previous 
year.  There  were  8  cases  of  pulmonary  disease  of  which  2  had  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease  outside  the  Area,  but  came  to  reside  within  it.  There 
were  2  non-pulmonary  cases,  of  which  one  was  fatal. 
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None  of  the  above  who  contracted  the  disease  were  unemployed. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  PubUc  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  Section  62  Public  Health 
Act,  1925. 

The  administration  of  Tuberculosis,  Venereal  Diseases  and  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  is  under  the  County  Council.
